Library Trustees, 


The citizens of Franconia are to be congratulated on the 
possession of a free public Jibrary that would indeed be a credit 
to a town of five thousand inhabitants, and no less sincerely 
also upon their noble gencrosity out of which this library has 
been enabled to reach its present proportions in so short a time. 

Our library is now in no sense an experiment. It has come 
to stay. Itis verily a part of us and is growing in favor and 
popularity every day. This is as it should be. Our children de- 
mand greater privileges, better and larger opportunities, than 
their grand-parents had and they must have them. It is the un- 
questioned duty, and, at the same time, the highest privilege of 
our citizens to see that these privileges and opportunities keep 
abreast the progress of the age; that every incentive that could 
tend to make life rich, full and complete, offered elsewhere, shall 
be found here; that we offer as ereat inducements to hoime- 
makers as other towns can offer. 

Nob.y indeed have our pecple responded thus far. By - 
their faithful maintenance of our churches, schools and library ; 
by thfeir emphatic denunciation of the liquor traffic, they are fast 
purifying the moral atinosphere of our beautiful mountain town, 
and they—the hard-working, self-deny ing people, should have 
the credit for this great work. 

‘By means of the generous appropriation voted last March 
your trustees have been able to add to our number one hundred 
and eighty-five choice volumes. The cagerness with which the 
‘new books” were sought aud read, and many times re-read, is 
conclusive evidence that the selection was approved by our 
patrons. Twelve volumes have been donated during the year. 
We have now therefore upon our shelves 1,428 volumes. 

During the year an equivalent of 2,709 books has been 
loaned by the librarian, Of this number 2,471 are works of 
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fiction; 36 are works of history; 45 are works of biography; 61 
are works of travel, and 98 are miscellaneous works. 

Your trustees, having recently completed their annual in- 
spection of the books, are pleased to report that they found them 
‘in good condition. Whenever a book has been seriously injured 
or lost, the patron thus unfortunate has, in each instance, will- 
ingly replaced the book with a new one. 

The trustees are pleased to acknowledge the uniform 
courtesy shown by the patrons of the library both to the librarian 
and to themselves, and the kind observance of the prescribed 
rules. They also beg to express the hope that the deep interest 
of our citizens in our library may, as heretofore, find expression 
in a@ generous appropriation for its maintenance, and they would 
respectfully suggest that $150 be appropriated for the purchase of 
books and $50 for the salary of the librarian.

We would urge them to visit the 
schools more frequently, not merely as spectators, but as inter- 
ested parties,—those who pay the bills and expect value received, 
to consult more freely with the teachers and to encourage them by 
their interest and sympathy. ‘his isa duty that every parent 
owes to his child and one that should not be delegated or over- 
looked.
